The November issue contained the 
article regarding the bulletin issued by 
the U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
entitled “How to Make a Cat Trap.” 
To say I was shocked, is stating it mildly. 

However, I have since come upon cer- 
tain information which seems much more 
tragic. It is that the F.F.A. boys in public 
schools collect cats, and sell them to 
biological laboratories; as a means of 
raising funds. This I did not believe 
until I corresponded with a school super- 
intendent, and received his affirmative 
reply. He stated that the Humane So- 
ciety made inquiries, but seemed satis- 
fied when he explained the procedure. 

To me it is appalling! I was a grade 
school principal for a number of years;

The 
first words in a child’s reading vocabu- 
lary were “dog” and “kitten.” Pets were 
used as a foundation for teaching child- 
ren kindness, care, protection and con- 
sideration. We always observed National 
Pet Week. Now it would seem that in 
the span of a few short years, these 
prinicples taught in the elementary 
gradez will become abandoned. The cat 
will no longer be something to cherish; 
but instead, something to trap and then 
exchange for money. 


Wouldn’t there be more admirable 


ways for school students to earn money? 
The cat was put on earth to be a pet, but 
apparently this bit of sentiment will be- 


come a thing of the past, as have many 
of our other traditions.

Imported Cat Rights 


Why are imported cats barred from 
the Novice class in America when they 
have never been shown either in America 
or overseas? 

A cat is purchased and usually register- 
ed in two associations thereby establish- 
ing its citizenship. Thus it becomes an 
American cat by adoption and purchase, 
and lives in America for the rest of its 
life. The cat is used in breeding, and its 
offsprings are considered American. The 
offsprings may be entered in the Novice 
class. why not the parent? The offsprings 
possess imported blood. 

I can see no difference where a cat 
comes from whether it is purchased from 
another breeder in America or from a 
breeder overseas. Foreign countries, espe- 
cially England, are responsible for the 
background of our cats as well as setting 
standards by which we govern our cats. 

If a cat has been shown in another 
country before exported to America, it 
should not have the right to enter the 
Novice class. The barring of imported 
cats from the Novice class leaves only 
one answer: they must be considered bet- 
ter than the cats we are breeding in 
America. I challenge this by allowing 
imported cats to be shown as Novices. 
This, I believe, would encourage more im- 
portations to strengthen out bloodlines and 
give additional outcrosses in all breeds. 

In my opinion this subject should be 
placed before all registry associations to 
defend past, present and future imports.

BERESFORD CAT CLUB IS 50 YEARS OLD 


PUBLISHED AMERICA’S FIRST STUD BOOK IN 1899 
ENGLISH JUDGE SURPRISED FANCY WITH BEST CAT VERDICT 


America’s oldest cat club, the Beresford 
Cat Club of America, incorporated in 1899, 
celebrates its fiftieth anniversary of con- 
tinuous activity in February 1949. 

The Club was organized in Chicago 
and twelve months later, in January 1900, 
staged its first of a series of annual cham- 
pionship exhibitions which will number 
fifty next month. 


The Beresford Cat Club is the original 
organization upon which the Cat Fancy 
in America is built, and has weathered 
political coups and heresies that have 
done much to weaken the Fancy in 
America rather than build it to the lofty 
pinnacle it should enjoy today. But 
throughout the storms of insurrection, 
the Beresford Cat Club remains stead- 
fast to its own ideals and to the Ameri- 
can Cat Association which ensued from 
it in 1906. 

When originally organized, the Beres- 
ford Cat Club was instituted as a na- 
tional organization and governed the 
registry of all pedigree cats in America, 
being the guiding element behind the 
majority of the exhibitions staged 
throughout the United States and Can- 
ada until 1908 when the first major rift 
in the Cat Fancy ocurred, successfully 
culminating in the formation of the Cat 
Fanciers’ Association. 

Membership in Beresford was national, 
although those who comprised the slate 
of officers and the board of directors 
were native Chicagoans. 

As a note for the records, the following 
were the officers of the original Beres- 
ford organization: 

Mrs. Clinton Locke, president; Mrs. 
Josiah Cratty and Mrs. Eames Colburn, 
vice-presidents; Mrs. Charles Hampton 
Lane, treasurer, Mrs. Chauncey F. Smith, 
corresponding secretary; Mrs. Charles 
DeWitt, recording secretary; and the fol- 
lowing board of directors: Mrs. Elwood 
H. Tolman, Mrs. William Penn Nixon, 
Mrs. Jerome H. Pratt, Mrs. M. Fisk- 
Green, and Miss Lucy C. Johnstone. 

The Stud Book and Registry of the 
Beresford Cat Club appeared in 1900, 
with the first volume showing entries 
made from July 1899 to July 1900, total- 
ing 146. An entry was made upon pay- 
ment of One Dollar. The first entry was 
No. 101, a Golden-eye Blue Female Long- 
hair named Lake Shore Vashti, owned 
by Mrs. S. E. Gross of Chicago. 

Four volumes of the Stud Book and 
Registry were published with the final 
Volume IV, including entries up to July 
1905. Miss Lucy C. Johnstone was the 
Recorder and continued in that capacity 
with the American Cat Association stud 
books. Final entry in the Beresford 
registry was No. 1039. 

The organizing of the Beresford Cat 
Club was by no means the first to be 
undertaken in America. In 1896, after the 
second New York cat show, held at 
Madison Square Garden, an American 





Cat Club was founded for the purpose 
of “investigating, ascertaining and keep- 
ing a record of the pedigree of cats, and 
instituting, maintaining, controlling, and 
publishing a stud book of registry of 
such kind of domestic animals in the 
United States of America and Canada, 
and of promoting and holding exhibi- 
tions of such animals, and generally for 
the purpose of improving the breed there- 
of, and educating the public in its knowl- 
edge of the various breeds and varieties 
of cats.” 

Nor was the Beresford Cat Club the 
first to be established in Chicago. One 
month prior to the formation of Beres- 
ford, the Chicago Cat Club was an in- 
corporated unit under the direction of FUNGUS (Hot Ny Toh d) 
Dr. C. A. White and Mrs. Leland Norton, 
its president. The Chicago Cat Club 14h IRRITATION 
staged its first show before the operating 
machinery was set up for the initial FLEAS and LICE 
Beresford exhibition. Other cat shows 
had been held in Chicago in conjunction RINGWORM 
with poultry exhibits as early as 1896.

It was Mrs. Clinton Locke, the Beres- 
ford Club’s first president and original 
founder, who was the guiding genius in 
the new-found pedigree cat interest in 
America at the turn of the century. The 
wife of the rector of Grace church, who 
later founded the famous St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital in Chicago, Mrs. Locke is said to be 
the first woman to operate a “cattery” 
in America. According to Helen M. Win- 
slow in her book, “Concerning Cats”, 
published in 1900, Mrs. Locke had “done 
a great deal of good among the various 
charities of her city, simply from the 
income derived from her kennels. She 
had been very generous in gifts of her 
kittens to other women who have made 
the raising of fine cats a means to add 
to a slender income, and has sent beauti- 
ful cats all over the United States, to 
Mexico and even to Germany .. . It is 
fully twenty-five years since Mrs. Locke 
began to turn her attention to fine cats 
and when she imported her first cat to 
Chicago, there was only one other in 
the United States.” (The first imported 
cat, according to Miss Winslow, was 
Madam, a Black Longhair from Spain.) 


Mrs. Locke remained actively engaged 
as an exhibitor and breeder of Persians, 
Siamese and Russians until ill health 
forced her to resign as president of the 
Club in 1913. She had also been Presi- 
dent of the American Cat Association 
since its founding in 1906. 


The stock exhibited by Mrs. Locke was 
perhaps the finest in America in its day, 
and some of the great cats in America

and was bred by a Mrs. Trumper of 
Windsor, England. He was born May 22, 
1897. 


Commenting on the first Beresford Cat 
Club show, Miss Winslow writes: “One 
hundred seventy-eight prizes were award- 
ed in the show of January 1900, and 
some magnificent cats were shown. It is 
said by those who are in a position to 
know that there are no better cats shown 
in England now than can be seen at the 
Beresford show in Chicago. The exhibits 
cover short and longhaired cats of all 
colors, sizes and ages with Siamese cats, 
Manx cats and Russian cats. At the show 
in January 1900, Mrs. Clinton Locke ex- 
hibited fourteen cats of one color and 
Mrs. Josiah Cratty five white cats. This 
Club numbers one hundred and seventy 
members and has a social position and 
consequent strength second to none in 
America... .” 


Despite the glowing reports of the 
Beresford Club’s first show, no mention 
was made of the total number of exhibits. 
However, it must have been fairly large. 
From another source, the writer learns 
that the show of 1902 had 250 cats, “100 
in excess of any show held in America” 
(up to that time). 


In each of the first three Beresford 
events, Mrs. Locke’s stock carried off the 
Best Cat Award. In 1901, the Blue female, 
Melrose Lassie was the winner, followed 
by Lupin, a Blue male in 1902. 


With 1903, the Locke dynasty of Best 
Cat in Show, came to an end when Bar-

HIT OR MISS DIAGNOSIS 


A healthy cat, regardless of whether or 
not he is a show type, is a joy. His coat 
is soft, his eyes bright and clear, his 
body strong and muscular and convey- 
ing better than mere words the vitality 
and strength of which he is possessed. 
The healthy cat is active, playful, light 
on his feet and keenly interested in all 
that goes on about him. His appetite is 
good, his co-ordination faultless, his 
whole being, in fact, radiating so much 
good feeling that one cannot but admire 
him. Is it surprising then that one should 
strive so hard to acquire and maintain 
sound health in his show or pet cats? 

Good cat care is simply sensible care— 
feeding of the right foods at regu'ar in- 
tervals, housing in quarters that are cozy, 
warm, and free of damp and drafts, a 
systematic regard for grooming. Yet, in 
spite of the vest best care, cats do some- 
times suffer from little or big ailments 
which require medication in some form 
or another. No matter how much we do 
for our cats it is impossible to protect 
them from all ills. However, it is con- 
forting to know that the years bring with 
them the know-how to prevent or at 
least nip in the bud, ailments that micht 
prove fatal in the hands of a novice. This 
does not mean that the long-time breeder 
has nothing more to learn, but simply 
that her vast experience in handling 
many cats over a period of many years 
enables her to correctly diagnose and 
treat most of the common cat ailments. 
The novice breeder, on the other hand, 
is uncertain of both diagnosis and treat- 
ment, and only every day care of cats 
over a period of time can replace that 
uncertainty with confidence. But knowl- 
edge can be gained little by little and be- 
fore one knows it the novice of yesterday 
is an authority. 

A great deal of cat knowledge can 
be gained by reading some of the 
good cat books now on the market. 
One can learn about general care of cats, 
types and breeds of cats, scientific breed- 
ing, registering and showing cats, among 
other things. A vast amount of knowl- 
edge is available just for the reading. 
One can also learn that there are such 
things as enteritis, distemper, worms, 
gastritis, indigestion, hair cough etc, but 
this is knowledge that registers slowly.

One may learn that there ARE such 
things, but recognizing them on sight is 
another matter. This is the field of the 
experienced breeder and the veterinary, 
the field where the intelligent breeder 
knows her limitations and admits them, 
the field where proper diagnosis means 
flourishing cats—improper diagnosis, the 
wiping out of a cattery overnight. A well 
cat may be neglected in small ways and 
survive, but a sick cat must be treated 
promptly and correctly or it will succumb 
in record time. 

One cannot stress too strongly the 
value of correctly diagnosing a cat’s ail- 
ment and it is certainly true that the cat 
will not respond to treatment if the 
method employed is incorrect. Many in- 
experienced persons make the mistake of 
trusting their own judgment too much 
the result being that a simple ail- 
ment is aggravated to the point where 
the cat’s strength is taxed the limit. 
Cat ailments very often have many 
of the same symptoms and these are 
frequently the stumbling block of the 
would-be diagnostician. Obvious symp- 
toms are so apt to be misleading that 
even a veterinarian bolsters his opinion 
with a urine or stool analysis, b'ood 
test, X-ray or other tests as indicated. 
Unless one is absolutely sure of what he 
is doing, he should not inflict various 
concoctions on his pet hoping to cure it. 
If one really loves his pet, he should not 
use it for a guinea pig. 

As illustrations, numerous cases spring 
to mind. Take, for example, the condi- 
tion diarrhea. It could be caused by any 
one of a number of things—a too laxative 
food, worms, coccidiosis, fermented hair, 
enteritis. A cough might be the forerun- 
ner of a cold, or an accumulation of hair 
in the stomach. Sneezing might be caused 
by dust or hair in the nose, or it might 
indicate a cold coming on. Vomiting of 
worms might mean the cat has a bad 
infestation, or it might mean that his 
stomach is sore, or ulcerous, making it 
is impossible for him to retain his food. 
Watery eyes might mean worms, a local 
infection, or one of the symptoms of 
distemper. Treating the obvious symp- 
toms and overlooking the cause, might 


well place the cat on the danger list. It 
doesn’t take much imagination to visual- 
ize the results of improper procedure in 
some of these cases. 


These remarks, naturally, are not in- 
tended to scare any new breeders or pet 
owners, but merely to impress upon them 
the advisability of calling in a good

U. S. RABIES REGULATIONS 
AFFECTING CATS 


by Ida M. Mellen 


Cat lovers will be happy to learn that 
the Rabies Regulations requiring inocu- 
lation of domestic felines arriving at our 
ports from abroad are about to be 
changed. 

As the Regulations stand at present, 
cats, dogs and monkeys arriving from 
certain countries such as Spain, Morocco, 
South America, the Orient, et cetera, 
must receive the rabies inoculation, but 
not those coming from other countries 
such as Great Britain, Eire, Australia, 
Scandinavia, et cetera. It sounds myster- 
ious, and to add to the mystery and per- 
plexity, veterinarians appointed by the 
Government to inoculate cats against 
rabies have loathed the job and openly 
declared that while perfectly safe for 
dogs, the inoculation has killed many a 
fine cat. 


For some months the authorities have 
been plied by the present writer with 
such sceptical questions as these: Why 
should cats be considered dangerous 
when coming here from one country but 
not when from another? Why are cats 
required to be vaccinated at all? Has 
any domestic cat or any wildcat of a 
species from which domestic cats are 
belived to have sprung ever been known 
to develop rabies spontaneously, like 
dogs? Have any monkeys or other An- 
thropoidea ever been observed to develop 
rabies in the natural state? If so, why 
do not all members of this group, includ- 
ing man, develop this disease spontane- 
ously? Others, perhaps, put similar 
queries; but no answers were forthcom- 
ing, though the authorities, as we know 
now, were not ignoring the matter. Gov- 
ernment veterinarians may have entered 
their protests also, so that pressure was 
being brought from various angles. 


It may be interpolated here that with 
regard to carrying cats abroad, the own- 
er should first ascertain the importation 
and quarantine rules from the Consulate 
General of the country to which he is 
sailing. Some countries are not interested 
in rabies, yet require a six months’ 
quarantine on general principles. Others 
govern their rulings by ours, and when 
the United States eliminates its Rabies 
Regulations affecting cats, they will do 
the same. 

This article is concerned principally 
with cats entering our own ports, and 
news of an impending amendment of the 
rules, contained in a letter lately received 
from the Assistant Chief of the Foreign 
Quarantine Division of the United States 
Public Health Service, will serve to 
lighten the hearts of all travelers bring- 
ing such pets from abroad into this 
country: 


“At a recent meeting of all the 
quarantine officers from major ports 
in the United States, it was decided 
to amend our present regulations to 
exclude cats from requiring rabies 
vaccination prior to importation into 


the United States. At this meeting a 
leading veterinarian discussed this 
problem and stated that rabies in cats 
is rare. There are cases in which the 
cat can obtain rabies from a rabid 
dog, but the cat is usually killed be- 
cause of the usual disproportion of 
size between the dog and cat.

tions appeared in the great English mag- 
azines of the era, and he was referred to 
by publishers and readers alike as The 
Prince of English Illustrators. Mr. Wain’s 
hobby and side-interests were his cats. 
He was an outstanding figure in the 
English Cat Fancy and for many years 
served as president of the National Cat 
Club of England. 

On February 4-5-6, 1908, Beresford stag- 
ed its annual show, and Mr. Louis Wain, 
ably assisted by Mr. A. F. Field-Marshal 
of Canada, was the judge. When the 
event was concluded, Mr. Wain placed 
the Best Cat Award on the cage of Locke- 
haven Elsa, a Seal Point Siamese female, 
owned by Mrs. Clinton Locke. 

Needless to say the decision of Mr. 
Wain was a thunderbolt of surprise, and 
shook the American Cat Fancy from 
coast-to-coast. As a result of this unusual 
victory for the little-regarded Siamese, 
the opinions of many well-known exhib- 
itors towards this breed had a nation- 
wide change. No longer did exhibitors 
and judges look upon a Siamese as a 
“novelty cat.” The Siamese had arrived 


finally! Interest was so aroused that by 
the following year, the Siamese Cat So- 
ciety of America was formed and has 
been in continuous operation ever since. 


The Best Cat Award to Lockehaven 
Elsa in 1908 marked the fourth and final 
one for Mrs. Clinton Locke. However, no 
individual has topped the founder of the 
Beresford Cat Club with four Best Cat 
Awards over the half-century span. 

Runner-up to Mrs. Locke in this re- 
spect is Miss Carroll Macy of New York. 
In 1911 and in 1913, Miss Macy’s Silver 
male, Champion King Winter, one of the 
greatest of his breed ever to compete in 
the show rings in America, won Best Cat. 
In 1917, she added a third Best with the 
Silver female, The Viking. 

In 1926 and again in 1929, Champion La 
Belle Knight in Blue Boots of Gondolier, 
a Blue male, owned by a Mrs. Bell, cap- 
tured the Best Cat Award, to tie with 
King Winter. 

At the Beresford show held in Janu- 
ary 21-22, 1928, the Club instituted an 
unusual award by presenting a “Cham- 
pion of Champions” trophy, valued at 
$100 together with $100 in gold to the 
Best Cat in America. The prize was of- 


fered by Mr. A. M. Armbruster of Flori- 
da. The title was won by Ch. Dawn o’ 
Pax of Central Crest, a Silver male, own- 
ed by Mesdames O. A. and E. J. Brund- 
age. The finest cats from every section of 
America competed for the title and prize. 


The offer was made again in 1929, re- 
= in La Belle Knight winning the 
title. 

Today, Beresford Cat Club is still the 
colorful organization it has been since 
the American Cat Fancy was established. 
It is a symbol of loyalty and has remain- 
ed as firm as an oak by the side of the 
American Cat Association. 


Its shows are built upon the tradition 
that has gathered through the years. Its 
annual exhibitions and its monthly meet- 
ings have always been an attraction for 
cat enthusiasts from everywhere in the 
United States and Canada and from over- 
seas as well. Beresford today is a Chicago 
institution, and is synonymous with Cat 
Show. It is the beacon of the American 
Cat Fancy the world over and will con- 
tinue to be as long as the exhibition of 
pedigree cats in America is an interest- 
ing and useful diversion among lovers of 
animals.
